Check cereals for virus 


by D.F. Young, Agricultural

Now that the season is well 
underway with what appears 
to be an average or better than 
average yield potential for 
most crops, it’s time to check 
for some of the things which 
might improve yields in future 
years. Each year weather 
conditions present different 
problems and some of ‘those 
problems this year are asso- 
ciated with late planted crops, 
spelen tes cereals. If you 

aven’t done so sinra take 
a few minutes to walk through 
and examine your spring 
cereals. 


Disease is prevalent this 
year, particularly Yellow 
Dwarf Virus on late seeded 
cereals. Check to see just how 
bad this is, if present, and 
remember for future referénce 
that varieties are rated for 
tolerance to this disease. Also 
look for insect damage, parti- 
cularly army worm damage. 


for those weeds hard to iden- 
tify. Nutritional deficiences 
should be checked as well and 
identified if present. Nitrogen 
deficiency in corn results in a 
yellowish coloured plant with 
poor growth. 


As the plant develops, the 
yellowing occurs on the lower 
leaves first and then moves 
upwards. Wet soil conditions 
tend to Gite. kor nitrogen 
deficiencies through the denit- 
rification process. Potassium 
shortages in corn starts with 
yellowing along the leaf 
margins working inwards 
towards the middle. 

Normally, these’ symptoms 
will not show up until later in 
the season. Phosphorus defi- 
ciency is more difficult to 
identify but can be exagger- 
ated due to cold weather condi- 
tions. It generally shows as a 
reddish or purplish colour of 
the plant leaves, however, 
other factors may also cause 
this colouring including the 
plant genetics, 


Some army worms are present - 


every year but severe 
outbreaks occur every four to 
five years. Severe damage is 
being reported this year in 
some locations across the 
rovince including this area. 
n corn, check for weed control 
along with fertility in particu- 
lar. Weed escapes should be 
noted and recorded so a more 
effective control program can 
be develo for next year. It 
may still be possible to control 
perennials such as field bind- 
weed, milkweed and thistles 
with a spot treatment. 


Triazine resistant weeds are 
cOmmon and should be 
checked and noted. Remember 
there is a. weed alert program 


Other deficiencies, such as 
magnesium and zinc, are more 
difficult to identify but often 
show as a striping effect on the 
leaves. Goosenecking in plants 
is an indication that there 
could be root damage due to 
the rootworm. : 

In forages, check the ‘alfalfa 
fields for boron deficiency, 
often confused with potato leaf 
Bape damage, resulting in a 
yellowing of the leaf tips 
known as hopper burr. Both 
roblems tend to occur on the 
igher, lighter areas in the 


field. There are many other 
bugs and weed problems which 
can effect crops, particularly 
row crops. Inspecting the 


fields now and checking cae 
later will enable you to do 

more effective jo 
year’s crop. :

Zebra mussels: small animals, big problems 


Zebra mussels are posing a 
serious threat to water users if 
all kinds in the southern Great 
Lakes and it is only a matter of 
time before the mussels spread 
to the inland waters of the 
Kawarthas. 

The Kawartha Lakes offer 
zebra mussels warm, shallow 
waters with lots of plankton. It 
-is an ideal habitat for the 
proliferation o& these; small 
mollucs. , 

And once the mussels are 
here, cottagers, lake home 
owners, anglers. and recrea- 
tional boaters will all be 
affected, Lois Deacon, 
Kawartha Lakes Fisheries 
Assessment Unit bioligist, 
warns. 


The are very damaging 


Although the zebra mussels" 


only grow to about 4 cm in 
length, they are capable of 
casuing millions of dollars 
damage and may seriously 
harm the recreational use of 
our local waterways. 

The mussels feed on plank- 
ton — the basis of the aquatic 
food chain — and may limit the 
amount of food available to 
small fish. 

Mussels will probably colon- 
ize walleye spawning shoals 
and may affect the natural 
reproduction of this improtant 
game fish, Ms Deacon says. 

Mussels will, she says, also 
clog water intake pipeks 
Cinclueire those used for 
homes and cottages) decreas- 
ing the water flow by up to 50 
per cent. 

Mussels may foul boat hulls 
and get into motor cooling

systems, vase nap boat 
maintenance costs poten- 
tially causing severe motor 
damage. 

The zebra mussel can attach 
to a variety of surfaces such as 
boats, docks, rocks, bouys, 
water intake pipes, native 
clams, crayfish and each 
other. Shells of dead mussels 
accumulate on lake bottoms 
near shore and on beaches and 
phssagh swimmers may cut 
their feet on the razor-sharp 
shells. 


Some guidelines 


Decomposing mussels piled 
up on beaches also produce a 
foul odour. 

The zebra mussel has few 
natural predators, Ms Deacon 
says, except diving ducks and 
several fish species (including 
carp) and predation will not 
a eh mussel numbers. 

ile Ms Deacon says there 
is no known method of eradi- 
cating zebra mussels, there 
are guidelines to slow their 
spread to inland waters: 


* clean your boat and/or equip- 
ment thoroughly before 
moving it from an infested lake 
to another waterbody. Trans- 

rting zebra mussels from 
infested to non-infested waters 
is the main way in which the 
pest is spread. If you see 
mussels on any part of your 
boat or equipment, scrape 
them off with a paint scraper 
or use high pressure water 
before leaving the infested 
lake. If the weather is hot and 
dry, leave your boat or equip- 
ment out of the water for two 


or three days; the mussels will 


die and most will drop. off.7 


Dispose of the mussels in 
garbage containers or bags, or 
a dump a good distance from 
any waterbody or sewer. 


* In their early stages, zebra 
mussels are small and hard to 
spot. Pass your hand over the 
bottom of your boat. If it feels 
grainy, you may have zebra 
mussels. Do not take a chance, 
clean them off. Mussel larvae 
tan be removed from boat 
hulls and live wells by cleaning 
with a household bleach solu- 


tion of 15 ml of bleach per 4.5 < 


litres of hot, soapy water. Do 
not use the bleach solution 
near waterbodies or sewers, as 
the mussels and residual chlor- 
ine could be returned. to the 
water.

Of all fisheries management 
activities, fish culture and 
stocking is probably the most 
well-known.

The majority of cultured fish 
are salmonids such as trout, 
salmon and lake whitefish but 
other species such as walleye 
and muskellunge are also 
raised. 

There are currently 14 fish 
culture stations in the provin- 
ce. In eastern Ontario there 
are fish culture stations at 
White-kake (near Sharbot 
Lake) and Codrington (north- 
west of Trenton) as well as a 
substation at Westport. 

The White Lake fish culture 
station produces lake trout, 
lake whitefish and walleye. In 
addition, this fish culture 
station functions as a distribu- 
tion centre for planting splake, 
brook trout and rainbow trout 
in local inland waterbodies.

In some areas the demand 
for fishing opportunities 
exceeds the waterbody’s 
natural fish production capa- 
bilities.

Based on criteria 
determined in the early stages 
of the Plan, a number of 
candidate sites were identified 
in the spring of 1989. Further 
examination of the sites led to 
the conclusion that none would 
be found acceptable by the 
standards set in the Environ- 
mental Assessment Act. 

In February, 1990 the Steer- 
ing Committee resolved that 
the criteria for landfill site 
selection be refined with full 
public input. -In an effort to 
provide as many avenues of 
response as possible, the Publ- 
ic Advisory Committee soli- 
cited opinions through mail-in 

uestionnaires, and also 
through seven open workshops 

. conducted throughout the plan- 
ning area. The first phase of 
the workshops asked particip- 
ants to rank, in order of impor- 
tance to themselves, certain 
commonly expressed 
‘community values” pertinent 
to locating a landfill. The ques- 


tionnaires contained a more. 


specific list of the natural and 
social features whose protec- 
tion might be considered in 
siting a landfill. Respondents 
were asked to evaluate the 
relative significance of these 
features to them. 

On July 19, 1990, Procter and 
Redfern introduced the draft 
revised criteria for landfill site 
selection.

Municipal Board has ensured

The precedent-setting deci- 
sion forces aggregate develop- 
ers to thoroughly investigate 
potential environmental 
damage should a host munici- 

ality order such= an 
investigation. 

It came about as a result ofa 
15-month hearing in Puslinch 
Township, near Guelph, where 
four gravel extraction propos- 
als were stalled by council 
after concerns were aired 
about potential environmental 
damage to local provincially 
significant wetlands and fishe- 
ries resources. 

An invaluable cold water 
trout stream and an adjacent 


class one wetland were 
threatened by the 
developments. 


The Ontario Federation of 
Anglers and Hunters argued at 
the hearings that the province 
consistently places the values 
of Ontario's natural environ- 
ment a distant second to the 
needs of the aggregate indus- 
try, said Chris Horwath of the 
OF AH.

chemical pesticides, including 
the so-called lar cote pesti- 
cides, are toxic. Using them in 
the house means people will be 
exposed to them. We can help 
reduce the indoor use of pesti- 
cides by: 

1. Keeping screens in good 
condition. 

2. Isolating used furniture for a 
time before bringing it into the 
house and making sure all 
items brought in are bug free. 
3. Not keeping firewood by the 
house. 

4. Banning dogs and cats from 
the house during the flea 
season unless they are strictly 
indoor animals. Giving them 
some brewers yeast with each 
meal is said to help ward off 
fleas. 

5. Keeping crack and joints in 
foundation walls caulked. 

6. Encourage the presence of 
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abilities against them by plac- 
ing a box-fan into an upstairs 
window set to blow outwards. 
Flies and mosquitoes quickly 
sense the warm, odour laden 
air coming from the fan and 
will spend hours trying to 
follow the air to its source. Any 
other door or window will let 
air in, but not out, and will thus 
be ‘invisible’ to all mosquitoes 
and most flies. 


Naturally derived pesticides 
differ from man-made or 
synthetic pesticides in that 
they are made from products 
found in nature. For example, 
diatomaceous earth consists of 
the ieeterh up fragments of 
small shells (ie. from micro- 
scopic shelled creatures called 
diatoms). When insects get 
this material on them, their 
surface coverings are pierced 
by these microscopic particles 
and they literally bleed’ to 
death. 

This and other organically 
derived pesticides don’t build 
up in the food chain the way 
synthetic pesticides do. Food 
grown with the use of natural 
apesiaeey can be considered to 

chemical free and is prs 
becoming more popular wi 
environmentally conscious 
consumers. —

are naturally derived. I use a 
rotenone spray on those 
garden pests which are not 
sensitive to B.T. (Bacillus 
Thuringensis, a bacterial

It cited the resig- 
nation of the postmaster as the 
reason.. Acting postmaster 
Lorna Michano will be out of a 
job when the office closes. 
Neither the Pic River band 
office nor merchants in nearby 
Heron Bay North were inter- 
ested in running a privatized 
retail outlet for the remunera- 
tion offered by Canada Post. 

The present post office 
serves 380 people in the 
community 180 miles east of 
Thunder Bay. As many as 25 
per cent of the population are 
elders who have few vehicles 
and wonder how they will do 
their postal business. 


Rural Dignity of Canada, the 
citizens’ group Beane post 
office closures and privatiza- 
tion, reports a rising level of 
frustration in places where 
Canada Post has come to town. 
“People are angry.” states 
Cynthia Patterson, national 
coordinator, ‘We want to know 
why when the crown corpora- 
tion is reporting a $149 million 
profit afid paying $60 million in 
dividends to the Canadian 
government, rural Canadians 
should:continue to suffer a loss 
of service and jobs in our 
towns.” 


Patterson says if questions + 


like these continue to go unan- 
swered, she wouldn't be 


surprised to see other towns

What they mean by that, of 
course, is that one should 
faithfully put aside ’a set 
amount of savings as the first 
item out of your discretionary 
income. All too often, Cana- 
dians put savings at the bottom 
of their spendi riorities. 
Instead, they should take it off 
the top. Those who igriore this 
sound advice from financial 
counsellors are condemning 
themselves to endless money 
worries. 

There's no hard-and-fast 
rule about what percentage of 
your income you should allo- 
cate to savings. That depends 
on individual circumstances. 
For instance, if you have a 
newspaper carrier in the fami- 
ly, he or she could well afford 
to put most earnings into a 
savings account. 

On the other hand, if 'there’s 
only one bread-winner in a 
young, growing family, he or 
she might only be able to save 
about 10 per cent of the dispos- 
able family income. Remem- 
ber, financial peace of mind 
only can be achieved by having 
a steadily growing pool of 
savings.

Parking study-reveals present need for more parking are<s 


by Richard Gleeson 

A parking study commis- 
sioned by the Village and 
tabled at the last Council meet- 
ing concluded that present 

arking space in the Village is 
inadequate and fifty more off- 
street spaces should be 
created. 

The study, conducted by 
Greer Galloway and Associ- 
ates, arrived at these and other 
conclusions after monitoring 
parking activity in the Village 
and circulating a question- 
naire to merchants and mana- 
gers of downtown stores. The 
consultants also used computa- 
tions of retail and service 
establishments in an attempt 
to calculate parking demand. 

Currently, there are a total 
of 362 parking spaces in the 
downtown core. The study 
reported that if a development 
consisting of the same estab- 
lishments were proposed for 
the downtown core, the current 
parking By-law would dictate 
that 591 spaces be provided to 
serve that development. 

The; report also suggest, 
however, that the By-law, 
(which requires one space for 
every 204.52 square feet of 
gross floor area), calls for 
more parking space than is 
necessary in the downtown 
core. : 

The fifty-space addition was 
recommended as the solution

Toronto to begin preliminary testing on Marmoraton Mine 


The Municipality of Toronto 
will begin preliminary testing 
shortly to determine the suita- 
bility of using the abandoned 
open pit Marmoraton Mine as 
a waste management totes 
The site would provide Toronto 
with one option to handle a 
rapidly growing waste 
management crisis. 

The preliminary testing 
involves drilling to identify 
bedrock conditions and 
groundwater flow patterns,

Conservative leader speaks out 
on behalf of saving mine 


Mike Harris, leader of the 
Ontario Progressive Conserva- 
tive party, visited the Marmor- 
aton open-pit mine east of 
Marmora on Friday, Aug. 3rd,. 
to assure Marmora area resi- 
dents that the Conservatives 
will oppose the establishment, 
to a Toronto garbage dump 


ere. 
In his introductory remarks, 
Jim Pollock, area MPP, said 


‘ that if a dump is located here, 


the outcry would make Oka, 
Quebec, “look like a Sunday 
school picnic.” 

Harris, in his speech, 
praised Pollock's g sense 
and practicality. ‘“‘We need 
more common sense members 
like Jim at Queen’s Park,” he 
said. Harris also recounted 
how Pollock saw that Zebra 
mussel infestation was beom- 
ing a problem two years ago, 
and how he tried to get some 
action on the issue before it 
turned into a crisis. 

“It’s not right to dump 
garbage in a fish habitat,’ said 

arris. “It’s not right to dump 
garbage into a place where it 
can contaminate 
groundwater.” 

According to Harris, the 
Peterson government's envir- 
onmental assessment program 
would take 12 months to make 
a decision on whether or not to 
dump here. This kind of delay, 
he said, is now forcing Peter- 
son to speed up the process by 
taking shortcuts and grant 
exemptions from normal 
Pp ure. 


Harris said that the Progres- 
sive Conservative agenda for 
the environment included 
allowing class reviews, so that 
each municipality would not 


~ have to do a completely 


ndant survey. It also 


neluded the amalgamation of. 


public and private reviews and 


clarification of the conditions 
under which an appeal to the 
Cabinet for exemptions may be 
made. ‘‘I will fix the approval 
process,” Harris said. 

Ontario has higher taxes 
than anywhere else in North 
America, Harris stated, and 
Ontario spends more money 
than any other province. This, 
helsaid, meant that there was 
no excuse for taking shortcuts. 

Ray Black, of Marmora 
Take No Trash, was harshly 
critical of Peterson, suggest- 
ing that he was “kissing other 
cheeks than baby’s cheeks’’ in 
his efforts to win re-election. 
Peterson was favoring Toron- 
to, Black stated, because he 
needed Toronto’s votes to win 
re-election. 

Black showed a letter from 
Premier Peterson, stating that 
as “unwilling hosts,’’ Marmo- 
ra would not be considered as a 
dump site. He also remem- 
bered Peterson's statement 
that he wanted to protect the 
environment, and said, 
“there’s about 400 acres of

Dairymen required to adjust 


for optimum pasture 


By D. F. Young 
_ Agricultural Representative 


Many dairymen have gone to 
a drylot sa system for 
their dairy cattle because of 
convenience and feed quality. 
However, there still remain 
many farmers who depend on 

asture as a chief source of 
eed during the summer 
months. 

One of the main problems 
with summer pasture is the 
great variation in quality and 
volume during the summer 
months, largely dependent on 
weather. Getting optimum 
production from pasture 
means that the dairyman must 
be able to compensate for 
changes in quality and adjust 
feeding programs as the 
season progresses. 

Early spring growth is 
normally high in quality but 
tends to deteriorate rapidly as 
the summer wears on. The 
crude protein content of spring 
grasses can drop from 15-16 
per cent to around seven per 
cent by mid-August depending 
on forage species, rainfall, etc. 


Likewise, the energy or total 
digestible nutriets ay drop 
from 60 per cent to the low 50s 
as the season wears, On. 
Pastures with a high percen- 
tage of legumes-—alfalfa, ladi- 
no. trefoil, etc., tend to be 
higher in protein content and 
therefore require less protein 


supplement in the grain mix. ° 


A very general recommen- 
dation for dairy cattle on grass 
pastures calls for a 15 per cent 
crude protein grain mix for the 
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first month, increasing to 17 
and 18 per cent as the season 
wears on. Dairy cattle on 
pastures containing a third to 
one-half legume content should 
get adequate protein during 
the early part of the season if 


the grain mix contains 13 to 14 


per cent crude protein. 

Later in the season, this 
should be increased to approxi- 
mately 16 per cent. Maintain- 
ing the pasture quality and 

uantity also requires a good 
ertility program. The protein 
content of grasses in particular 
can be increased through the 
application of nitrogen fertiliz- 
er. The mineral mix as well 
may require adjustments as 
the summer wears on.

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Chemicals, part 5 


This week we willstouch 
briefly on _ household 
chemicals. 

We buy chemicals to wash 
our clothes, clean « :r houses, 
disinfect washrooms, polish 
our furniture; the list goes on 
and on... 

Most of the commercial 
agents we buy to accomplish 
all these miracles have some 
form of ‘heavy’ chemistry in 
them. Most laundry and auto- 
matic*’ dishwasher detergents, 
contain high levels of 
phosphates which contribute to 
algae ‘bloom’ problems in our 
waterways. Some heavy-duty 
general cleaners have hydro- 
carbon solvents in them which 
are as unfriendly to you as they 
are to the environment. 

We nd a lot of household 
chemicals in aerosl cans; a 


poor practice since aerosol 
cans are expensive to buy, 
may contain ozone-layer 
damaging chemicals, are 
wasteful to produce, and pose a 
bees problem. 

e can replace most 
commercial cleaners with one 
or a combination of the follow- 
ing substances; 


1. Vinegar; about a cup of it to 
a gallon of water makes a 
general cleaner capable of 
Sad | minor stains and 
mildew. Vinegar also is a mild 
disinfectant. 

2. Ammonia; a quarter cup of 
this put into your empty pum 
sprayer and topped up wit 
soft water from the rain barrel 
makes a glass and 
appliance cleaner as good as 
the original contents. 


Amendment stops 
abuses in wills 


Amendments to Ontario’s 
Planning Act will be intro- 
duced this fall to prevent unap- 
proved lot subdivision through 
a person’s last will and testa- 
ment. The government intends 
to stop this abuse immediately. 
Once legislation is passed, it 
will be retroactive to July 26, 
1990. 

“Clearly, this is a step we did 
not wish to take because the 
sanctity of wills is traditional,” 
John Sweeney, Ontario Minis- 
ter of Municipal Affairs said. 

‘‘However, abuses of the 
plannin and approvals 
process have made it impera- 
tive that we intrtoduce this 
amendment,”’ he added. 

Under current legislation, 
individuals can divide portions 
of their land into lots and leave 
them to their children or other 
beneficiaries. 

However, in recent years, 


peacite and zoning — 
ave been b y some 
investors who have paid elder- 


ly or dying people to re-write 
their wills subdividing the land 
into many lots and bequea- 
thing them to the investors. - 

This land may be inappropri- 
ate for residential purposes yet 
pressure to develop these lots 
may result.

More recently, it has become 
compulsory for you to provide 
your SIN to anyone who 

re a tax information slip 
(such as-a T4-or TS) on your 
behalf. What’s more, if you 
defy this rule it can cost you 
money. 

Revenue Canada states in 
the 1990 General Tax Guide: 
“If you do not provide your 
SIN, you may be assessed a 
$100 penalty each time you do 
not provide it.” 

Revenue Canada’s taxation 
branch has just distributed an 
information circular which 
spells out all the rules relating 
to SIN legislation and the 
preparation of tax information 
slips. It replaces an informa- 
tion circular dated Feb. 8, 1982. 

The first rule you have to 
observe is very explicit: “‘Indi- 
viduals are required to provide 
their social insurance number 
to financial institutions, who 


are also ec to make a 
reasonable effort to obtain it. If 


- the individual does not have a 


social insurance number, he or 
she must apply for one at the 
nearest Canada Employment 
Centre within 15 days of the 
day the request is made by the

Information slip 
preparers ‘‘must make a 
reasonable effort to obtain the 
SINs of the individuals for 
whom information slips are to 
be made.” If they don’t, they 
are liable to a $100 penalty for 
each failure. 

But what if the individual 
point-blank refuses to give his 
or her number? 

Then it is up to the company 
to compile documentary 
evidence so that it can prove to 
Revenue Canada it made a 
“reasonable effort’ to obtain 
the SIN from the individual 
concerned. 

“For example, if contact is by 
mail, it would be sufficient to 
document the date of contact, 
an example of the request form 
and the names of the individu- 
als contacted,’’ the Revenue 
Canada circular says. ‘‘Infor- 
mation slip preparers must 
provide their staff with written 
pert for obtaining the 

INs of individuals. ese 
procedures must be sufficient 
to indicate that a reasonable 
effort to obtain the SINs has 
been made. 

“If an individual clearly 
refuses to provide a SIN, the 
information slips prepared 
should indicate ‘Refused’ or 
999-999-998 in the SIN field.

Peterson 
‘pitches 
party 


Premier David Peterson, 
during last week's visit to 
Trenton to rally the O'Neil 
campaign team to the election 
cause, took the opportunity to 
sell the merits of the party. 


Mr. Peterson went on to note 
the. accomplishments of his 
government. He noted for the 
past five years Ontario has had 
the greatest industrial growth 
and the lowest unemployment 
in Canada. 

“The Country and the 
Province face pressures today 
the likes of which we have not 
faced in, a long time,”’ he said, 
adding that Free Trade and the 
Goods and Services Tax ‘‘are 
not policies I agree with, but 
are in the realm of the Federal 
Government.” 

The Premier also touched on 
the political instability being 
experienced in Canada, noting 
that there are two parties in 
Ottawa ‘‘that do not believe in 
Confederation as it is Consti- 
tuted. We have to be very 
strong in the future to deal with 
these challenges.” 

“Ontario is responsible for 
40% of the G.N.P.; it’s the 
engine, the motor of Canada. 
We have to build a strong 
Ontario to ‘have a strong 
Canada.” 

Mr. Peterson. said plans 
were underway to build an 


“educational and skills train- 


ing system second to none,” 
adding that 85% of the technol- 
ogy which will be in use in the 
year 2000 has yet to be 
invented. ‘“‘There are extraor- 
dinarily rapid changes over- 
taking us and it’s our responsi- 
bility to master them. We are 
going to have to make sure we 
have the ideas and the vision to 
take advantage of the oppor- 
tunities the future holds.” 

Referring to health care as 
“the most important symbol, 
to me, that we have in Cana- 
da.” Mr. Peterson reported 
that health care makes up 8.2% 
of Canada’s G.N.P., compared 
to 11.5% in the United States. 
“We've also introduced 
massive home care programs 
to make sure people can enjoy 
their independence as long as 
possible.”’ 

Turning to the environment, 
Mr. Petersog,ggid Ontario has 
the toughest Acid Rain legisla- 
tion in North America, 
advanced regulation of toxic 
substances, diverts materials 
from landfills through the Blue 
Box program. 

Moving back to national divi- 
sions, the Premier emphasized 
the economic interdependence 
of Ontario and Quebec, noting 
that 100,000 Ontario jobs 


depend on exports to Quebec.. 


He also stated that over the 
past five a Ontario has 
contributed $16.5 million in 
equalization payments to less 
developed provinces.

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Candidates handle each other with kid glove

The highlight of the Hastings 
Agricultural Society sponsored 
All Candidates night held in 
Madoc last week was a fae 

Elmer Buchanan (NDP}, 
Jim Pollock (PC). and Mike 
Beeston had made their open- 
ing remarks.a fter they had 
supplied questioners in the 75 
member audience with prom- 
ising replies to a range of 
inquiries, Ken Yarrow, acting 
as M.C. for the occasion, 
pacer the gathering with a 
ittle bit of good advice, and the 
only taste of mirth they had 
during the evening 

After noting the seriousness 
of the occasion, Mr. Yarrow 
illustrated the propensity of 
politicians toward, to put it 
nicely, stretching the truth. “A 
politician and his wife go to the 
doctor for their annual check- 
up. The doctor asks, “How's 
your sex life?” The politician 
replies, “Oh, just fine, Doc, we 
have sex almost every night.” 
The doctor is somewhat 
surprised, because the couple 
are getting on in years, so he 
asks the wife if her husband is 
telling the truth. “Yes, sir,” 
she says, “we almost has sex 
on Monday night, and we 
almost had sex on Tuesday 
night, and we almost...” 

Bearing this in mind then, 
here is what was said at the 
Kiwanis Centre last Tuesday 
(Aug. 16) evening 

Mr. Yarrow advised the 
audience that the candidates 
would have 3 minutes each to 
make opening remarks, which 
would be followed by questions 
from the audience, and then 
closing remarks. 

Mr. Pollock spent most of his 
three minutes recounting the 
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benefits received by those in Legislature against forced 


the. Hastings-Peterborough 
riding since the last election. 
Describing them gs a credit to 
those areas, he noted that new 
senior: citizens residences and 
facilities had been established 
in Bancroft, Marmora and 
Keene. He informed the audi- 
ence that a million dollars in 
funding had been provided for 
the Tweed Medical Centre, and 
that $2.5 million over and 


above regular grants had been _ 


secured for road subsidies. 

Mr. Pollock also tépched on 
the waste management issue, 
saying it. was a shame that 
“farmers live in fear that their 
land will be used as a landfill, 
or that a landfill site might be 
set up next to their‘farm.” He 

raised T.N.T. (Takes No 

rash, the group opposing 
plans to convert the Marmora- 
ton Mine into a landfill site), 
and said he was confident 
“that if it goes to an Environ- 
mental Assessment, the Board 
will rule that it is not a fit place 
for a dump.” 

Mr. Buchanan began by 
noting that there are “certain- 
ly better ways to spend $40 
million” than on an unneces- 
sary election, but that it did 
afford citizens an opportunity 
to exercise their democratic 
right to vote. 

He noted that there has been 
a 28% increase in provincial 
taxes since the last election, 
not including municipal tax 
hikes. “People are blamin 
their local reeve and council, 
but the fact of the matter is 
transfer payments to munici- 
palities and boards of educa- 
tion have been cut back. We do 
not think that is a fair way to 
pay taxes,” said Mr. Bucha- 
nan, explaining that the NDP 
believe that individuals with 
the ability to pay, and profit- 
able corporations should have 
to shoulder the brunt of the tax 
burden. 

Speaking .on the environ- 
ment, Mr. Buchanan recalled 
that in June the Liberal 
Government lifted the 30% 
quota on returnable bottles 
(until then a minimum of 30°% 
of the bottles that were sold 
had to be returnable). ““We 
need to do something about 
reduction,” he said, focusing 
on the first of the 3 Rs. “The 
waste management problem is 
reaching our backyard.” Mr. 
Buchanan then informed the 
audience that the NDP 
member for Sault Ste. Marie 
had introduced a motion in the 


te ae of garbage which 
would have rendered the 
Marmoraton issue moot: “If 
that Bill had passed in June, 


‘there would have been no need 


to si $600,000 for testing to 
tell us what we already know,” 


. In his,opening remarks, Mr. 


Beeston confessed he didn’t 
come to make a speech, but

understood we would 
be discussing sgricpitur® 
issues today, but apparently 
we have sli on to other 
topics,” said Mr. Beeston. Mr. 
Yarrow later explained to the 
audience and Mr. Beeston that 
the discussion was not 
intended to be limited to agri- 
cultural issues. 

“It has been made abundant- 
y clear by the Premier that 
the people of Marmora will be 
forced to take Toronto 
garbage,” he said, adding that 
the idea of establishing a dump 
next to productive farmland is 
an “absurd notion.” 

He said blame for tax 
increases rests with the feder- 
al government and its G.S.T. 
and Free Trade initiatives.

operate a craft store to sell the 
Jamaican toys in Ontrio. There 
may also be opportunities for 
Ontario disabled to sell their 
crafts through the store. © 

The result would be more 
independence, self-sufficiency 
and self-confidence for Cana- 
da’s disabled who, in the past, 
have come to rely on govern- 
ment funding. 

The K2 project is also lend- 
ing to other international links. 
The disabled in Kingston, 
Ontario have been shipping old 
wheelchairs to Jamaica where 
they are repaired and distri- 
buted. 


In fact, the international 
links are spreenine wider thar 
either CDA or K2 had dared to 
hope. An outreach program for 
the disabled in Jamaica, simi- 
lar to the one in Eastern 
Ontario, is beginning to deve- 
lop, and Arsenault is drawing 
on experience and information 
she has gained from groups in 
other parts of the world includ- 
ing New Zealand.

“JEAN ON THE FARM” 


An old-time method . of 
preserving food is salting. This 
method is used to some extent 
today. There are two types of 
salting -- salting without 
fermentation, and salting with 
fermentation. : 

In salting with fermentation, 
just enough salt is used to draw 
out the juices and conditions, 
usually temperatures, are 
controlled to allow the fermen- 
tation to continue to the 
desired degree. Saurkraut is 
the best example of this 
method. Beans and other 
vegetables prepared by these 
methods are-usually packed in 
barrels. 

For salting with fermenta- 
tion, use one pound salt to 40 
ibs. vegetables. Without 
fermentation, 1/4 as much salt 
as vegetables by weight (1 Ib. 
to 4 Ibs.). 


FERMENTED 
CUCUMBERS 


SALT 


Use small or medium sized 
cucumbers. Weigh and wash 
them stele Pack in a 
large crock, filling to within 
two or three inches of top. 
Cover with brine (1/4 Ib. salt fo 
each quart of water) filling to 
within 1 inch of top. Cover with 

late inside jar and weight to 

ree cucumbers submerged. | 

The next a place coarse 
salt on plate (1 lb. salt to 10 Ibs. 
cucumbers). At end of each 
week place on plate 1/4 Ib. salt 
to 10 Ibs. cucumbers, continue 
for six to eight weeks, remov- 
ing scum as it forms. When 
fermentation is complete, pack 
pickles in glass jars then fill 
with brine, seal and store in a 
cool place or cover pickles in 
crock with layer of hot para- 
{fin. Allow 40 to 50 small cucum-- 
bers for a 5 gallon crock.

This week we'll review a 
book which gives insight to the 


differences. we see between 
most bureaucrats and 
environmentalists. 


Titled Complete Trash., this 
book by Norm» Crampton 
claims to offer the “best way to 
get rid of practically every- 
thing around the house” with 
the environment in mind. 

Crampton is secretary for 
the Institute for Solid Wastes of 
the American Public Works 
Association, a member of the 
Solid Waste Advisory Commis- 
sion and the Waste Reduction 
Program of the City of 
Chicago. 

Crampton’s associations and 
job give this book the appear- 
ance of having been prepared 
by .an “expert”. Most of us 
tend to regard “experts” as 
superior beings with superior 
knowledge; to question their 
abilities seems to border on 
heresy. Accepting this book on 
face value tends to let the 
environmental hand grenades 
in it slip on by. 


Let’s explode a few of them. 

Most municipalities have by- 
laws which forbid dumping of 
solvents down the drain. 
Solvents can .generate explo- 
sive fumes and pollute the 
environment. when they are 
discharged from the sewage 
treatment facility. Even so, 
Crampton’s “best way to get 
rid of nail polish remover” is to 
“flush contents down the toilet, 
rinse the container, and toss 
it.” As a matter of fact, he 
likes to send a lot of things tc 
the sewage treatment plant via 
the drains: prestone anti- 
- freeze, liquor, chlorine bleach, 
foodwastes, rust-remover; and 
the list goes on. (Anybody care 
for a drink of lake water?) 


Crampton is not above 
suggesting ways to circumvent 
by-laws banning building 
materials from being put out 
with the garbage. A friend of 
his who built a porch got rid of 
the old one.“by adding a few 
pieces of wood to the garbage 
can each week for many 
weeks” ... “After everything 
useful is pulled out...the rest 
goes in the trash, bit by bit.”

Disposal solutions found in 
Complete Trash also lack 
imagination and forethought. 
Crampton considers plastic 
six-pack rings a problem 
because they aren't being 
recycled. But. he completely 
forgets about the threat posed 
to wildlife by the ubiquitous 
rings; thousands of animals 
die each year when they 
become entangled inthem. The 
simple solution isn't mentioned 
either, and that is to cut the 
yoke into long halves after 
slitting each ring hole. The 
best solution is to avoid buying 


anything packaged in plastic. 


rings or yokes. 


* Crampton offers a good 


number of imaginative ways to 
dispose of waste. More time 
should have been devoted to 
avoidance of waste by the use 
of alternative products. For 
example, he tells us the “best” 
way to dispose of batteries is 
with the regular trash when 
there is no battery collection 
system. (Don't we already 
know this?) But nowhere does 
he suggest buying recharge- 
able batteries as an alterna- 
tive. Buying one pair of 
rechargeable batteries can 
eliminate the disposal of up to 
two thousand single-use thro- 
waways. Avoiding battery 
operated devices eliminates 
battery disposal altogether... 

I feel this book was hastily 
written in order to make a 
quick buck while public inter- 
est in the environment remains 
high. Norm Crampton joins the 
growing number of people on 
the environmental bandwagon 
whose regard for the profit 
margin is higher than the 
quality of their contributions 
toward saving our world.
